Corey Chandler, a lifelong resident 
of Romulus and full-time Garden City 
firefighter/paramedic, has been named 
"Firefighter of the Year" by the Garden 
City Fire Department and Chamber of 
Commerce. He will be formally honored 
at an upcoming dinner ceremony along 
with the city's Policeman of the Year and 
Citizen of the Year. 

Chandler — a volunteer firefighter in 
his home town before being hired by 
Garden City in 1993—plays a big partin 
his department's public-education pro- 
grams. He especially enjoys working 
with youngsters. 

"They look up to you — more so 
since the September 11 disaster," Chan- 
dler said, “It's a very rewarding job!" 

As aparamedic responding to medi- 
cal emergencies, Chandler likes being 
able to help people.

Fire Department. He went on to become 
the Assistant Fire Chief." 

Itwas his grandfather and neighbor/ 
friend, fireman Doug Wilhide, who en- 
couraged Chandler to get involved with 
his chosen profession. 

An ongoing responsibility for Chan- 
dler is the inventory and ordering of 
medical supplies needed to provide ad- 
vance life-support services. 

"Corey is very dedicated to Garden 
City and its citizens,” said Fire Chief 
Michael Todd, who was Chandler's di- 
rect supervisor on his shift. "He works 
hard at projecting a good, solid image.” 

One of the characteristics that most 
impresses Todd about Firefighter of the 
Year Corey Chandler is his willingness 
to initiate and-complete projects around 
the fire station. 

“He takes on a lot of projects — like 
cleaning andremodeling around the sta- 
tion — on his own," said Todd. "We re- 
cently received the Keep Michigan Beau-

Two Romulus High School wres- 
tlers have been accorded All-State hon- 
ors for their accomplishments at the 
state wrestling finals held March 8—10 at 
the Palace of Auburn Hills.

"The teacher has to describe the 
particular project he/she has in mind, 
explain how and why it would benefit the 
students, and develop a budget plan 
necessary to complete the project," he 
noted, 


Dolan was impressed with the Ro- 
mulus teachers’ applications this year, 
especially the section on how a project 
would help a teacher's class. He con- 
gratulated each of the five award-win- 
ners — Judith Barthwell (vocal music, 
Romulus High School), Edward Horn
